Locally 
$507 Million In Impact-Aid 
Not L-rge School Funds Are Freed 
Pickaway County will be affected by 
the released im pact-aid funds, but the 
payments will not be large. Of all the 
local school districts, Teays Valley will 
be 
most affected 
because 
of 
its 
proximity to the Lockbourne Air Base. 
Teays Valley Superintendent Benis 
Lutz advised today that the adm in­ 
istration’s action should bring some 
$25,000 to the district for the 1973 fiscal 
year First paym ent of these funds, 
which are usually distributed twice a 
year, was held up by the impoundment 
action of the President. 
IAitz noted that about 5 per cent of 
the total Teays Valley enrollment — or 
about 171 students — qualified under 
the program a s children of federal em ­ 
ployes. 
Because of the low percentage, the 
district has not received IOO per cent 
funding in recent years; those pay­ 
ments were guaranteed to districts 
having more than 25 per cent enroll­ 
ment qualifying. 
Circleville City Schools, probably 
the district having the next largest 
amount of students whose parents are 
employed on federal property, has 
only 117 students qualifying, or just 
over 3 per cent of its total enrollment.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A Supreme 
Court showdown is shaping up in the 
growing controversy over presidential 
power—if the Nixon adm inistration 
wants to test the issue. 


Federal judges within the last two 
weeks have disagreed with White 
House 
ac tio n s. 
The 
Nixon 
a d ­ 
ministration has yet to say whether it 
will appeal the decisions that ruled 
against presidential power to impound 
appropriated funds and halted dis­ 
m em b erm en t 
of 
the 
O ffice 
of 
Economic Opportunity. 


The Adm inistration m aintained that 
both questions were political ones to be 
thrashed out between the President 
and C ongress w ithout a ju d icial 
referee. 


In each case, that argum ent was 
rejected by the courts. 


In 
halting 
as 
illegal 
the 
ad­ 
m inistration’s plan to abolish OEO, 
U.S. D istrict Court Judge William 
Jones placed his assessm ent of the 
governm ent’s present policy in stark 
terms. 


The government “really argues that 
the 
C onstitution 
confers 
the 
d iscre tio n a ry 
pow er 
upon 
the 
president to refuse to execute laws 
passed by Congress with which he 
disagrees,” Jones wrote Wednesday. 
Jones ruled to the contrary as did the 
U.S. Circuit Court at St. I/>uis in a 
much m ore-lim ited opinion issued last 
week. 
In that case, now ripe' for appeal to 
the Suprem e Court, the 2-1 Circuit 
Court decision told the President he 
could 
not 
w ithhold 
highw ay- 
construction funds appropriated by 
Congress for reasons unrelated to the 
purpose of the appropriation.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Nixon 
adm inistration today confirmed it will 
release $507 million in im pact aid to 
thousands of school districts located 
near federal installations. 
The 
D ep artm en t 
of 
H ealth, 
E ducation 
and 
W elfare 
said 
a 
statem ent will be released later ex­ 
plaining how 
the 
money 
will 
be 
distributed. 
The decision m arks a sharp tur­ 
naround in thinking at the White 
House. E arlier, it had impounded a 
substantial portion of the funds. 
The im pact aid to be distributed to 
some 4,650 school districts by m idyear 
includes $68 million in one-time assist­ 
ance to areas hit by Tropical Storm 
Agnes last June. 


The decision 
will be 
especially 
important 
to districts 
with 
large 
num bers of nonmilitary federal em ­ 
ployes living but not working in their 
com munities. Many had feared they 
would lose millions of dollars already 
locked into their budgets.

D istricts will receive IOO per cent of 
their entitlem ent if chiktren of federal 
em ployes living and w orking on 
federal prem ises make up at least 25 
per cent of total enrollm ent, 90 per cent 
if less than 25 per cent of enrollm ent, 
and 73 per cent in other categories.

Air Collision Fatal To 16 Probed 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif. (AP) — 
“The flam es were 30 to 40 feet in the 
air and the w reckage was covered with 
black smoke. There was no way to get 
in there.” 


F irem an 
Ron 
K im ball 
w as 
describing the scene after a National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
plane and a Navy aircraft collided in 
flight, plum m eted onto a golf course in 
piggyback fashion, exploded and 
burned. Sixteen m en aboard the planes 
died; one w as critically injured. 


“The one plane just set down on top 
of the other,” said David Fram e, 25, 
who was working on the Sunnyvale 
Municipal Golf Course when the planes 
crashed Thursday. None of the golfers 
or employes on tin* course was hurt. 
The Navy immediately named a 


board of investigation to try to learn 
why Uh* two four-engine planes were so 
dose while approaching the Navy’s 
Moffett Field, less than a half mile 
away. Both aircraft were on short test 
flights from Moffett. 
Eleven of the men killed were in a 
Convair 9fH), a $2.5 million transport- 
type jet the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration used as a flying 
laboratory. 
The other five victims and the 
survivor were aboard a Navy P3 Orion 
turboprop descTlbed by the Navy as a 
$10 million subm arine chaser. 
“The two aircraft were on their final 
approach, and the turbopop was in 
front of the jet,” said Bill Brand, 47, 
the fire chief at Ketchum, Idaho, who 
witnessed the crash from a practice 
fire tower about a mile away where fv* 


was working with

firemen 
“The jet was gradually overtaking 
when the turboprop pulled nj) ver­ 
tically,” said Brand, who also is a 
pilot. “Then one of the jets caught Uh* 
tail of tin* turboprop and turned it 
over.”

In the April 7 issue of The Herald 
there appeared an excellent article 
relative to recent increases of food 
costs written by our County Home 
Extension Agent, Fermi Nielsen. This 
article is sound and factual, but, un­ 
fortunately, like many other fine ar- 
articles and editorials, not read and 
considered very carefully by those who 
should read them. This fine discussion 
should be orinted on the front page and 
with large headlines. Especial thought 
should tx* given to the last paragraph; 
“ Do they wish to spend more tor the 
kind of food they like and enjoy and do 
without some other things” . 
I have yet to see any boycotts of 
liquor, tobacco, football games, etc. 
Compare the price of a quart of 
whiskey with a quart of milk and their 
comparative values. Were some of 
these items reduced in our budgets a 
little bit we might be able to allow the 
farmer to at least receive enough to 
cover the cost of production. TTiose 
w ho are so strongly protesting the cost 
of food should make a little study of the 
facts, and consider the value received 
for our dollars spent, and who is get­ 
ting our dollars. 
It seems that tlx* farmer is getting 
most of the blame for high food costs. 
This definitely is not so. Regardless of 
the high-sounding statistics given 
regarding farm income, we simply are 
not making big profits as some are led 
to believe. Not very many farmers 
have a herd of cattle to take to the 
stock sale every week to sell for $45.00 
a cwt. Those fortunate enough to 
receive this figure, already have a 
very large investment in their cattle 
and are lucky to recover costs. Many 
farmers around Ohio had to buy corn 
the past winter to feed their hogs, 
while their own corn was spoiling in 
the field and not fit for hog feed when 
they did get it harvested. 
As futher example, dairymen in 
central Ohio received $6.81 for 3.5 
percent milk in December, 1972; $6.59 
and $6.75 respectfully the past two 
months; during this time the cost of 
supplement feed has nearly doubled. 
Will you blame the farmer for any 
increase in the cost of milk at the store 
during this time? The last time we 
received two dollars a bushel for wheat 
I could purchase two packages of my 
favorite wheat cereal for thirty cents, 
twelve ounce package. Today the same 
cereal costs thirty-seven cents for a 
ten ounce package, while most mid­ 
west farmers received around $1.10 or 
less for their last crop of wheat sold. 
Either those who process the grain into 
finished product are not matching 
efficiency of production with 
the 
farmer, or are receiving a little more 
than their sliare of the consumers 
dollar. 
We farmers are not cry-babies, but 
we would like for some of those ad­ 
vocating the boycott and its con­ 
tinuance to make a little effort to get 
facts. Most farmers 
I 
know are 
working considerably more than 40 
hours a week without thought of 
overtim e and are facing major 
problems this spring 
with 
water 
standing in our fields and shortage of 
fertilizer to complicate tile problems. 
We only ask for a fair shake for our 
efforts, 
and 
a 
little 
better 
un­ 
derstanding of our problem.

Speaking Of Your Health

The mystique and confusion about 
hypoglycemia, or 
abnormally 
low 
sugar ievel in the blood, is attaining 
enormous proportions. 
It is not unusual for a medical term 
to 
capture 
the 
attention 
and 
imagination 
of 
homemade 
diagnosticians. 
Now' it seems as if every conceivably 
symptom had been explained away by 
hypoglycemia enthusiasts. 
It has been my fixed rule not to 
describe or identify symptoms of any 
medical condition I write about. The 
reason is that many readers, already 
tense and concerned, find it easy to 
say, “ That’s exactly what I have. 
Therefore I am sure that I have that 
illness.” 


The fact is that symptoms of various 
illnesses often resemble each other 
closely and thus usually cannot be 
pinpointed to one particular disease. 
Tixlay I am deliberately departing 
from this rule in order to emphasize 
how ridiculous it can be for anyone to 
make 
his 
own 
diagnosis 
of 
hypoglycemia simply by identifying 
with one or a combination of the 
following symptoms which can be 
associated with hypoglycemia. 


Headache, fatigue, palpitation of the 
heart, restlessness, 
double 
vision, 
emotional upsets, sweating, mental 
disturbances, 
allergic 
reaction, 
changes in personality, nervousness, 
dizziness, hunger-weakness, tingling 
sensations in the fingers and the toes, 
drowsiness, inability to concentrate. 
It is true that these symptoms occur 
in cases of hypoglycemia, but every 
one of these symptoms, singly or in 
combination, can also be produced by 
a wide variety of conditions totally 
unrelated to hypoglycemia. 
Hypoglycemia is a very definite, 
complex body disfunction. 


There are two types: the organic 
type is associated with tumors of the 
pancreas, liver disfunction, hormone 
deficiencies especially related to the 
adrenal gland, and other intricate 
changes in the normal body function. 
In this, and in the second type, there 
is an increased production of insulin. 
The second, or functional, type of 
hypoglycemia may be associated with 
poor nutrition, severe muscular 
exertion, and faulty metabolism of 
sugar. 
This second type is said to be 
responsible for the symptoms that 
have captured the imagination of 
super-enthusiasts of hypoglycemia. 
There is no guesswork about this 
important condition. When it is 
suspected, very definite and con­ 
clusive tests of the blood sugar level 
can prove or deny the existence of the 
disorder. 
The “ five-hour glucose tolerance 
test,” blood sugar studies while 
fasting, and a tolbutamide tolerance 
test are a few of the methods by which 
true hypoglycemia can be diagnosed. 
Once the diagnosis is made, treatment 
can be established, and the condition 
kept in control in most instances. 
Many readers have written to say, “ I 
know I have hypoglycemia and would 
like to know what to do about it.” 
The single most important thing to 
do is to make sure that you really have 
hypoglycemia by having your own 
physician check on your suspicions. 
The alcoholic has been one of the 
most vulnerable people for the new 
fad—exploitation of hypoglycemia. 
Injections of cortisone or AUTH are not 
the answer to alcoholism, nor to 
hypoglycemia. 
Only your own physician can direct 
you to the proper diagnosis and the 
proper control of this intricate 
disorder.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A bill 
liberalizing probate court procedures 
to settle estates has been recom­ 
mended for passage by the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. 
The bill, sponsored by Sen. Ronald 
M. Mottl, D-24 Parma, would exempt 
the surviving spouse from [Misting a 
Ixind before administering the estate 
of the deceased spouse. 
The bill also adopts, with some 
changes, the suggested uniform 
probate code written by the National 
Conference of Commissioners on 
Uniform State I^iws. 
The purpose of the bill is reduce the 
cost of administering estates, par­ 
ticularly when no will is left. It sets up 
a line of descendants who would be eli­ 
gible to share in such an estate.

Journalism' 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) 
— 
Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew Thursday 
struck out at journalists who take sides 
in news stories, saying the nation’s 
news media seems to feel more and 
more it should control public reaction 
rather than report what has happened. 


Agnew’s comments were contained 
in the text of a speech, released here, 
in advance of delivery at the “ April 
Freedom Forum” of the National 
Educational Program at Harding Col­ 
lege, Searcy, Ark. 


The speech was critical of socalled 
“ advocacy reporting," a school of 
journalism in which a reporter takes 
sides on an issue. 


“ Once journalists believed that their 
job was to report as much as possible 
what happened. Today, the view in­ 
creasingly seems to be that the media 
should control the public reaction to 
what happened,” Agnew said. 
Advocacy journalists, he said, act 
more as lawyers developing briefs, 
than as reporters. 


“ They ferret out and 
publicize 
principally those facts which .support 
their own points of view—-points of 
view which are considered by them to 
I*1 revealed truth and the only ones 
that should 
Ik* 
presented 
to the 
American people,” he said. 


“ It is advocacy journalism more 
than any other factor that has caused 
the current ill feeling between 
government officials and the opinion- 
making media,” Agnew 
said. He 
identified opinion-making media as the 
television networks, wire services and 
“ the large newspapers and magazines 
which cover the nation anil world with 
their own personnel.”

SAIGON (AP) — Sen. Edward W. 
Brooke, R-Mass., said today he 
believes both the Communists and the 
Saigon government want the cease-fire 
to work, but U.S. assistance in re­ 
construction may lx* the key to lasting 
peace.

Ellsberg has admitted publicly that 
lie released the documents to news 
media in 1971 — two years after he and 
Russo copied them — when Congress 
had taken no action.

Answer : The record shows at least 
one bra burned and another slightly 
smoked. 


Why the question? Well, leaders of 
women’s liberation say no bra was 
ever burned in anger, that it has 
t)ecome a symbol meant to demean a 
movement with a serious purpose. 


“It never happened,” declared an 
editor at Ms., the feminist magazine. 
“Nobody ever burned a bra that I 
know of,” said Betty Friedan, a leader 
of the National Organization of 
Women, adding that she thinks the 
whole thing is a product of the media’s 
imagination. 
The common assumption is that bra 
burning began with demonstrators 
outside the Convention Hall in Atlantic 
City during the 1968 Miss America 
contest. That apparently is false. 


Women’s Lib pickets protesting the 
pageant talked of a “symbolic bra 
burning.” But reporters who covered 
the event say the demonstrators ended 
up throwing bras, girdles and hair 
curlers in a “freedom trash can.” 
One newsman recalls a picket 
preparing to burn a bra by lighting 
newspapers in a wastebasket. But the 
papers never really caught fire before 
police put out the smoky flames. The 
lira was slightly smoked. 


The one authenticated bra burning 
took place in Oklahoma City during a 
demonstration in conjunction with the 
1970 national Women's Liberation Day. 
Mrs. Gwen Rose, secretary of a 
YWCA branch and an organizer of the 
local protest, set a bra to flames. She 
also accidentally ignited a small patch 
of grass and a cardboard box of un­ 
derwear that was to have been burned 
later.

“Scandals at every level of govern­ 
ment, the Watergate incident, secret 
campaign funds, all add to this general 
feeling that politicians are on the make 
and on the take,” hi* said. 
“ Kttective ethics legislation, such as 
that now under consideration in the 
House, is essential if we are to turn 
around this tide of mistrust,” Gilligan 
said. 
Gilligan noted that while his total 
income was approximately four times 
that of the average workingman, his 
state income tax was nearly 12 times 
as much. 


“This is the real equity of this tax 
reform program,” Gilligan said. “ I 
pay more because I can afford more, 
and that is as it should lie.” 
Gilligan’s state income tax return 
showed he paid

high, 
weathered wall ringed the garden 
behind the big, red-brick building in 
Brooklyn. A sign on the front door 
admonished callers to silence, adding: 
“Srila Prabhupada needs quiet!" 
Inside the front hallway, the air 
piquant with incense, another penciled 
sign advised; “Please walk softly and 
talk softly. ...Srila Prabhupada is 
here!" 
Hie object of this solicitous concern 
was, as he is formally titled, “His 
Divine Grace A. C. Bhakti vedanta 
Swami Prabhupada," 76. founder and 
spiritual m aster of the International 
Society for Krishna Consciousness. 
“ He’s napping,” 
whispered a 
devotee. Panchartna Dos, 22. “He 
cannot be disturbed." 
That apparently scuttled the planned 
interview, which had been scheduled 
in advance, with the aging religious 
teacher from India who seven years 
ago started a movement in the West 
that has sung and danced its way 
across America. 
In 
alm ost 
every 
m ajor 
city 
nowadays, you frequently spot his 
followers, young men with shaven 
heads and topknots, wearing saffron, 
wrap-around dhotis and 
tunic-like 
kirtas. sandal-footed young women in 
flowing saris with painted marks of 
dedication, the tiakas, on their 
foreheads. 
“Hare Krishna. Hare Krishna," they 
chant, swaying along. “ Krishna 
Krishna, Hare Hare, Hare Rama, 
Hare 
Rama, 
Rama 
Rama, 
Hare 
Hare." They thump their twin-headed 
drums, the khol, and ring their brass 
hand cymbals, the kartals. 
“ It s great to go out on sankirtan—a 
chanting party in the street,” said 
Omkama Dasi, 19, a young woman 
devotee operating the switchboard at 
the movement’s New York temple on 
Brooklyn’s Henry Street. 
All the Western followers, many of 
them young people disillusioned by 
hedonism or affluence, take Sanscrit 
names with various religious con­ 
notations symbolizing their change 
from “m aterial” pursuits to a new 
“spiritual" path. 


“We are vaishnav—lovers of God,” 
said Goswaini Bali Mardan, 26, an aide 
to tin* spiritual master and director of 
the New York temple, one of about 50 
of them .started in major cities in this 
country. 
Most of tIm* 
closest adherents— 
estimated now at 4,(MKV 
live com­ 
m unally 
in 
the 
tem ples 
and 
surrounding apartment houses, going 
through their daily routine of chants, 
classes, work and vegetarian meals 
til ken together. 
“Our objective is to develop greater 
love of God and to achieve a platform 
of 
elevated, 
blissful 
life 
full 
of 
knowledge,” Goswami Mardan said. 
“God is the root of everything.” 
Wlien people are out of touch with 
that reality, he added, they “think of 
themselves simply as bodies, but our 
real identity is spiritual—as souls, as 
eternal servants of God.” 
The basic method for attaining this 
spiritual self-understanding, as tin* 
movement sees it, is by chanting H r* 
name of God, called Krishna, and oth­ 
er sounds or “m antras” believed to 
release the mind from material con­ 
cepts and link it with God. 
“Everything else follows naturally,” 
said Goswami Mardan. 
Studies are centered on the ancient 
Vedic literature of India, chiefly Uh* 
Bhagavad Gita, which the group 
publishes as a source of financial 
support. They also sell incense, 
“Spiritual Sky,” produced at their I-os 
Angeles 
center. 
Their 
m onthly 
magazine, “ Back to Godhead,” has a 
circulation of 300,000. 
Members who hold jobs are enjoined 
to contribute 50 per cent of their in­ 
come to tin* movement, and members 
also accept donations on their musical 
expeditions into tin* streets. 
In the temple altar room, as lunch 
neared, a dozen barefoot devotees 
swayed bef on* a bright, decorative 
altar, while candles glowed throughout 


the room, bells tinkled, smoke rose 
from censers and Indian music came 
from a recorder. 
For their highly flavorful vegetarian 
meals—“prasadam ”— devotees sit on 
the floor, men in one room, women in 
another. 
“We try not to have too much 
association between men and women,” 
said Omkama Dasi. “We want to think 
only of Krishna, and if we’re together 
too much, that's hard to do until you 
reach a higher level of development.” 
Disciplinary rules of the movement 
prohibit illicit sex. gambling or the 
taking of coffee, tea, alcohol or any in­ 
toxicants and prescribe the eating of 
meat, fish or poultry. 
It was after noontime, and the ap­ 
pointment with the spiritual master 
still had not come about. He had been 
welcomed the day before at Kennedy 
airport with an outpouring of song, 
dance, showers of flower petals and 
garlands hung over his neck.

President Asked To Declare 


Ohio Counties Disaster Areas 


TO LEDO , Ohio (A P )—President 
Nixon was asked to declare eight Ohio 
counties federal disaster areas after 
officials estimated damage caused by 
Like Erie flooding earlier this week at 
$27.5 million. 


Gov. John Giiligan surveyed the 
flood-stricken area Thursday Indore 
making the request for federal aid. 
'Hie counties included Lucas, Ottawa, 
Sandusky, Erie, Liram , Cuyahoga, 
Like and Ashtabula. 


Hardest-hit by I .ake Erie waters was 
the Point Place area of Toledo. Of­ 
ficials estimated the damage as $2.5 
million there. 
By Thursday, most of the water had 
tieeri pum|X‘d from the area and 
residents had returned to their homes. 
Electricity had been restored to all but 
a few homes. Gas service was ex­ 
acted to Iw completely restored this 
afternoon. 
City workers were repairing damage 
to a dike in the Point Place area. By 
Thursday, a private contractor had 
repaired an 80-foot breach in a high­ 
w ay 
Northwestern Ohio nearly saw a 
replay of flooding Thursday. Flood 
warnings were issued early in the day. 
But waters dropjied later after winds 
shifted. Minor flooding was reported. 
lf the President grants disaster 
status, homeowners and businessmen 
in the area would lie eligible for low- 
interest federal loans. 
'I’he same district was declared a 


disaster area in November, 1972, after 
another flood struck. Claims were re­ 
ceived totaling $1.6 million from the 
Point Place section.
